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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground (s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of ah application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1,7, 8,14,15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Chien (6,393,445). 

In regard to claims 1,7, 8,14,15, and 16, Chien show a system and method for 
transforming Chinese characters which comprises: for each of the databases, 
converting any of the Chinese text data items which are not in a predefined common 
Chinese language format into that common format, any items in double-byte form (claim 
5) in at least a first of the databases which are convertible into the common format in 
multiple ways being converted in all those ways in a first string of representations; and 
comparing the data items in the common format, to identify Chinese text data items in 
the first database corresponding to Chinese text data items in a second string of 
representations in a second of the databases (Abstract). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-6, and 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chien (cited above). 

In regard to claims 2,4,9, and 1 1 , Chien shows that various Chinese characters 
are used. Chien does not specifically show that the common Chinese language format 
is Pin Yin or Simplified Mandarin characters characters. The Examiner takes Official 
Notice that one of ordinary skill in the art would know that Pin Yin and Mandarin are 
various forms of Chinese characters. Therefore, it would be obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to add these features because it provides the system with more flexibility. 

In regard to claims 3,5,6,10,12, and 13, Chien shows the system and method 
discussed above. Chien does not specifically show that the first database is a database 
of an order management system and includes data items including a corresponding 
shipping and/or billing addresses and the second database is a list of proscribed parties 
issued by a governmental organization. The Examiner takes Official Notice that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would know that databases can be set up to store desired 
information. Therefore, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to add these 
features because it provides the system with more flexibility.
